Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-21 and 23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-21 and 23 appear to be novel and inventive because prior art fails to 
show or teach a method/ system for fail-safe renaming of logical circuit identifiers for 
rerouted logical circuits in a data network wherein the network management module is 
in communication with a first and second LATA and a failover network and the first 
and second LATAs are connected via an IEC that is separate from the failover network.
